To  this  edition  a  copious  index  is  added,  and  there  is  some  little  difference  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  articles.  The  account  of  books  of  voyages  and  travels  is  also 
brought  down  to  the  present  year.

Probably  the  finest  production  of  Franklin*s  press,  and  really  a  splendid  specimen  of 
the  art.  The  title-page  is  rubricated.  The  translator  was  Judge  James  Logan ;  and 
Franklin,  in  his  address,  **  The  Printer  to  the  Reader,**  calls  it,  '*  this  first  translation 
of  a  classic  in  this  Western  World,**  which  is  not  strictly  correct.  Sandy*s  translation 
of  Ovid  was  made  in  Virginia  about  ninety  yean  earlier,  but  printed  and  published 
in  London ;  and  Franklin  himself  had  printed  Cato*s  "  Moral  Distiches,**  Englished 
in  couplets,  in  17391  which  translation  is  attributed  to  James  Logan.

In  a  catalogue  of  the  tale  of  the  so-called  *<  Mondidier  **  collection  in  London,  the 
following  note  is  appended  ;  *<  This  almost  unknown  tract,  published  under  the 
authority  and  at  the  expense  of  the  Archbishop  of  Mexico,  contains  the  date  of  1544* 
both  at  the  beginning  and  end,  and  has  hitherto  been  considered  the  first  book  printed 
in  the  New  World.  A  manuscript  note  of  the  late  owner  says,  '  It  is  unknown  to, 
or  at  least,  unmentioned  by  all  bibliographers  I  have  consulted.  Even  Temaux  does 
not  seem  to  be  aware  of  its  existence.  This  is  the  only  copy  I  ever  saw  or  heard  of 
in  Mexico  or  elsewhere.*  **  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  say  that  the  claim  as  to  priority 
of  printing  is  a  misuke.

This  tide,  copied  from  a  foreign  bookseller's  list,  seems  to  be  the  second  letter  only, 
and  it  was  not  printed  before  1523,  the  fint  Spanish  edition  being  dated  Not.  8, 
1522.  It  is  not  in  the  *'  Bibl.  Am.  Vet.**  of  Harrisse,  nor  does  it  seem  to  have  been 
noticed  by  any  bibliographer.  The  bookseller  ascribes  to  it  the  date  of  1522  or  1523, 
and  thinks  that  it  is  composed  from  the  second  and  third  letters  of  Cortes.
